FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE, 

The Emperor, according to custom on New-Year’s Day, received the 
Corps Diplomatique on Sunday at the Tuileries. The Papal Nuncio 
presented to the Emperor the congratulations of the y, and his 
Majesty, in reply, said a few words which, while they touched upon 
no political question, expressed an earnest hope for the maintenance 
of good relations between the European States. He declared that, for 
his own part, he should always endeavour in his relations with foreign 
States to be guided by respect for right and a love of peace and 
justice, His Majesty afterwards conversed with several of the 
Ambassadors. 

Last Saturday the Emperor received the new Spanish Ambassador, 
M. Mon, and expressed to him his hope that the relations between 
France and Spain might continue upon the most satisfactory footing. 

The usual New-Year’s Eve serenade, by the bands of the army 
of Paris and of the Nationa] Guard, was given to the Emperor and 
Empress. Their Majesties and the Imperial Prince frequently appeared 
on the balcony and bowed their thanks. 

Prince Napoleon has been appointed a member and vice-president 
of the Privy Council, which the Monitew points out as a fresh proof 
of the confidence of the Emperor in his cousin, On Wednesday the 
Emperor presided over a Privy Council, at which Prince Napoleon took 
his place for the first time. 

The Empress has transmitted to the French Ambassador at Madrid 
a sum of 40,000 reals, to be distributed in her name among the sufferers 
by the inundations at Valencia,

AUSTRIA. 

An Imperial decree, issued on Tuesday, convokes the Servian 

tional Congress and the synods of the Eastern Greek Servian 
Bishops. The creation of an independent Metropolitan for Eastern 
Greek Roman Catholics in Transylvania and Hungary is also ordered. 

It is stated that the new Austrian Commissioner in Schleswig 
has been instructed to oppose the abolition of the Constitution of 
Holstein and Schleswig proclaimed in 1848. 

The Newe Freie Presse asserts that the object of Prince Charles of 
Prussia’s visit to Vienna is to strengthen the ties of alliance between 
Austria and Prussia, which have recently become loosened, 

PRUSSIA, 

Prince Alfred arrived at Berlin on Tuesday morning from Gotha, 
and was received by the King immediately after his arrival. 

On New-Year's Day the King and Queen, according to custom, 
received the congratulations of the members of the Royal family, of 
the general and other officers, and of the officials of the Court, and 
afterwards attended Divine service at the cathedral in Berlin. At the 
reception of the general officers his Majesty warmly expressed the 
thanks which the army merited for what it had done during the past 
year. His Majesty particularly thanked Generals Wrangel, Prince 
Frederick Charles Werder, and Manstein for the conduc’ of the army, 
and the Prince Admiral for the extraordinary deeds of the navy. 
Field Marshal Count Wrangel replied on the part of the army, and 
concluded by proposing a “ hoch” for the King. 

By an order of the King directed to the Ministry of State, and dated 
on the 24th ult., a certain class of offenders receive the benefit of an 
amnesty on occasion of the conclusion of peace. 

A Royal decree has been issued convoking the two houses of 
Parliament for the 14th inst. 

On the last day of the old year the Queen received Lady Napie 
wife of the British Ambassador. 

The Roman Catholic Bishops of Prussia have united in sending an 
address to the King on the subject of duelling in the Prussian army. 
The event which has given occasion to this address is the case of the 
three Counts von Kerssenbrock, who, as was reported at the time, 
were dismissed from the army immediately after an examination to 
which they were subjected by their superior officer in regard to their 
views about duelling, in which they declared that, as members of the 
Roman Catholic Church, they had conscientious objections to the 
practice. There obtains, it seems, in the Prussian army a barbarous 
“ law of honour,” which requires every cfficer to make the most insig- 
nificant affront a matter of life and deat,

The Federal accounts estimate Hood’s 
josses at 17,000 men, killed, wounded, and taken prisoners ; and 

represent Thomas's losses not to have exceeded 5000 men. 

General Sherman reports on the 13th ult., from Ossiban Sound, 
that he had captured Fort M/‘Allister, opened communicatioa 
with the fleet, destroyed the railroads leading to Savannah, and 
invested the city. His left rested on the Savannah River, three 
miles above the city, and his right on the Ogeechee River, at 
King’s Bridge. He had an agreeable and unmolested march. 
His army was in splendid order, and amply supplied with provisions. 
During his march of 300 miles Sherman only lost about 1000 men, 
and he arrived in front of Savannah with more stores, provisions, and 
horses than he started with. About 700 negroes joined him on the 
route. He destroyed 200 miles of railroad. He estimates the gar- 
rison of Savannah, under Hardee. at 15,000, with about 25,000 inha- 
bitants. According to Confederate despatches “all was well” at 
Savannah to the 19th ult.; and there was no further intelligence 
respecting the progress of General Sherman’s operations. A lettei 
from Admiral Dahlgren states that he is buoying the Savannah River 
for an attack on the city in conjunction with other forces. 

The Southern journals alleged that General Breckenridge had de- 
feated the Federal General Burbridge, in the neighbourhood of 
Saltville, in Western Virginia. 

Admiral Porter's whole fleet was reported by a Confederate telegram 
to have been in sight from Fort Fisher, near Wilmington, on the 21st 
ult. ; and the Confederate commander, General Bragg, added in his 
despatch a confident declaration that he could hold Wilmington. 
It was said that Porter’s fleet had been crippled by a storm, and no 
immediate attack on Wilmington was expected, 

Advices received at New York state that, the exchange of prisoners 
Charleston being ended, the bombardment of the city will be 
mmediately recommenced.

Itis suggested 
that the colonies should send a deputation to London, to be present 
during the preparation of the bill to carry out the measures proposed, 
that they may give the Government the benefit of their counsel upon 
any question which may arise. 

A fatal collision happened on the Detroit and Port Huron Railway,

MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


We believe that after it had become detestably proverbial as typical 
of a certain routine, red-tape was abolished in our public offices, and 
narrow green ribbon substituted for it; so that it may be allowed us 
to say that there are some of our younger public men who seem, as 
foon as they were born, to have been invested with the green ribbon. 
They probably lisped in official language ; the best part of their play 
may have been imaginary writing of despatches, and their earliest 
ideas of chronology may have been an accurate conception of quarter- 
day. There are s for whom those places of £1200 a year were 
created, which Mr. Disraeli has somewhere jestingly defined. There 
is a regular training for this species of office-bearing. and its main 
object is to enable the rising young man to accept and adequately to 
do the duty of any office, and to be qualified to shift from one place to 
another in any exigency of patronage. Very useful, as a class, toa 
Minietry of course are such men, and some of them really develop 
qualities which fit them for better things, although, as a rule, their 
highest official rank is the nominal one of a Privy Councillor when 
they are fifty. There is a remote borough in Cor which, by the 
blending of two towns, comprises some 800 elect: which has the 
honour to be represented, and well represented too, by a public man 
of the description to which allusion has been made. The history of 
the training in this case is highly illustrative of the system, and

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PRIZE DESIGN OF 


THE ROYAL ACADEMY PRIZE DESIGN FOR A MUSEUM 
OF NATURAL HISTORY. 


THE travelling studentship of the Royal Academy, for one year, with 
an allowance of £100, has been awarded to Mr. R. Phené Spiers, for 
an architectural design which is represented in our Engraving. Mr. 
Spiers, it may be remembered, in the previous year obtained the silver 
medal and prize in books for his measured dr-wings of St. Stephen’s, 
Walbrook, as well as the gold medal, scholarship, and — in books 
for his designs of a vestibule and staircase of a Royal palace—the per- 
spective of which latter was engraved in our Number of Jan. 23, 1864. 
Th subject given this year was a “ Museum of Natural History,” which 
was to comprise provision for the separate exhibition of objects in z00- 
logy, botany, mineralogy, geology, and comparative anatomy, with a 
library of reference, the curator’s rooms, and a lecture-room, The draw-

ERECTION OF THE NEW IRON SHEERS IN THE 
DOCKYARD AT MALTA. 
THE operation of setting up a very large pair of iron sheers, which 
have been constructed by Maltese workmen in the steam factory of her 
Majesty's dockyard at Malta, has just been successfully performed. 
Our Illustration, from a sketch by Mr. James Kiddle, master of 
H.M.S. Royal Oak, will give an idea of this huge piece of mechanism. 
The use of these sheers, as most of our readers know, is to enable 
heavy weights to be raised and put on board ship, or to be lifted 
from the ship and put on shore. The new sheers at Malta are built 
of plate iron j to 4 in. in thickness ; the legs have an average thick- 


| ness of 2 ft. 6 in, square, and are 25 ft. apart, their length being 113 ft. 


The weight of the whole is twenty-five tons, and they are capable 
of lifting op | tons. They have replaced the wooden ones erected in 
1840, which showed symptoms of decay, and were not considered safe 
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to lift heavy weights. The 
deterioration of the iron ones 


giving the manufacturers all 
credit for this excellent spe- 
cimen of their workmanship, 
we must commend the skilful 
and seaman-like manner in 
which the Master Attendant’s 
department effected the task 
of shipping and raising them 
into their place. They were 
built in a shed near the 
factory on blocks of wood 
2ft. in height. When com- 
pleted, planks were placed 
on the space they were in- 
tended to travel, two skids, 
made of pine logs, 40 ft. in 
length, were placed under the 
sheers; and, the blocks on 
which they were built hav- 
ing been removed by the use 
of tackle and a capstan from 
a lighter, they were easily 
transported across three 
lighters, floated under the 
old sheers, and slung with 
chains to the centre con- 
nection. The capstans were 
hove round, and the new 
sheers were gradually raised 
into their intended position, 
where for many years they 
will remain as a monument 
to the memory of the gallant 
and energetic Admiral who 
now superintends the dock- 
yard at Malta. 


“AN EPISODE OF THE 
RETREAT FROM RUSSIA.” 
M. HiprotytTe BELLANGE, 
the veteran painter of the 
veterans of /a grande armée, 
contributed to the Paris 
Exposition of Fine Arts in 
1863 two pictures, both of 
considerable interest. Hie 
“Review in the Place du 
Carrousel under the First 
Empire,” and his “ Episa e 
of the Retreat from Russia,” 
were equally marked by that 
careful study of the style 
and costumes of the period 
which has always charac- 
terised his historical works. 
The former picture, too, is 
one of much local interest ; 
but we have selected the 
latter for an Engraving in 
our Journal, because it recalls 
to mind that great disaster 
which was the immediate 
occasion of Napoleon's ruin, 
The army to which the for- 
tunes of his Russian cam- 
paign were confided entered 
the territory of that empire 
458,000 strong, and recrossed 
the Vistula a mere wreck of 
15,000 half-famished and de- 
moralised soldiers. Such 
was the summary result of 
that great misfortune, of 
which M. Bellangé gives us 
an “ Episode.” n this dis- 
tressing scene we behold the 
weather-beaten and discour- 
aged soldier endeavouring to 
protect those who are still 
more helpless by reason of 
womanhood and infancy. 
The subject itself is ideal ; 
but similar incidents were 
only too frequent and too 

in the retreat from Russia 
during that fatal winter of 
1812, which saved the Czar, 
but led to the destruction of 
the First Napoleonic Empire.

From 
this mortification they have 
been saved, as already re- 
ported, by the happy acci- 
dent or expedient of sinking 
the Florida ten fathoms 
under water in Hampton 
Roads, at the mouth of the 
James River, where she was 
unaccountably run down by

The col- 
lision with the Alliance 
greatly increased the volume 
of the water which con- 
stantly poured into her. 
About nine o'clock on Sun- 
day evening one of the 
pumps on board suddenly 
gave out. Before more as- 
sistance arrived the water 
had risen considerably above 
the fire-room floor, so that 
it was found necessary to 
put the fires out. The pump- 
engine was thus stopped, and 
the water came pouring in 
at a fearful rate. It was 
impossible at any time, after 
it was found the ill-fated 
ship was sinking, to move 
her toward the shore, as there 
was but 7 1b. pressure of 
steam—just sufficient to work 
the pumps.

Naturalists seem as little likely to agree about the properties of 
wood-pigeons, against which the Marquis of Tweeddale ar id the East 
Lot hian society haveissued such a stern edict as doctors did about casto 
oil during the time of the cholera morbus. Their advocates say tha 
these “ interesting birds” can neither scratch nor dig with their feet, an: 
that, in newly-sown bean-fields, they * merely remove the seeds which 
would otherwise be wasted by slovenly and careless farming.” Even 
after harvest, when grain and pulse do certainly form a consi oe 
part of their food, "they merely pick up the seeds which, “ if allowe 
to grow, would oxy Syetene enelens weeds in the different crops of the 
following season.” It would thus seem that they are simply a sort of 
Alderman Mechi in blue feathers, sent specially vo exhort and ad- 
monish the benighted farmer. In the autumn they destroy wild 
muetard and chatlock, and in the ploughing season their crops may 
be found distended with the roots of the silver weed, or goose grass, 
to say nothing of their daily attentions to the roots of the tansy—a 
w well known on limestone soils. So far so good. 

Mr. Scott Skirving (to whose articles on the Scottish labourer in the 
Cornhill we recently alluded) takes the East Lothian view of th 
question, and is most anxious to dispense with such volunteer 
labourers in the in districts. “The word ‘ pest,” he says, “ has 
ceased to be applicable ; the thing has become a plague. The vast 
congt ion darkens the air, and as far as the eye can reach into the 
misty distance the endless train extends, When “they alight ona fi 
it seems as if a blue cloud had bodily descended upon it.” Lt is only 
since improved cultivation introduced its clovers and early spring 
crops that the wood-pigeon has been attracted in such numbers from 
more northern districts to the Lothians; and Mr, Skirving speaks 
from a pretty bitter experience, as they devoured twenty acres of his 

rapeseed, although he had a man oo yd on guard, who killed 
1200 in one week. In summer, too, with orops crammed with grain 
like a cricket-ball, they destroy far more than they eat. “ Fixing oa 

a port of the field where the grain inclines to one side, they tray nple it 
fiat and beat out the corn with their strong wings, and leave nothing 
but broken and blackened straw ;” while their love for wild seeds, as 
compared with grain, is like Falstaff’s ha'porth of bread to his flagon 
of sack, The destruction of magpies and sparrow-hawks by game- 
preservers has also tended to destroy the balance of ae. 

A lackadaisical advocate of them puts in a rejoinder, to the effec’ 
thet they are so very ornamental in demesnes, and that their note is 
cheery, and does not create the melancholy sensation which many 
experience, when listening to the all but human voice of the cuckoo, 
He aleo, however, must have his own misgivings, in spite of their 
efforts against goore grass, as he treache rously intimates that the 
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best way to shoot them is to conceal yourself under the trees before 
they perch, in a windy hay or ona oo night, and that, 
when you have shot them, they are most capital eating if kept for 
eight or ten days, and then dressed with a stuffing of red herring.

SCENES IN KOREA, EASTERN ASIA, 


THE peninsula of Korea, situated in the easternmost parts of Asia, t® 
the north-west of the Japanese islands, is inhabited by a nation of the 
Mongo! race, whose Sovereign pays tribute to the Emperor of China, 
and sometimes to the Tycoon of Japan, but is otherwise indepen dent. 
The country is rather larger than Great Britain, but very mountainous, 
and its climate is very co . There are several large towna, of which 
Kin-Phu (more frequently named Kin-Ki- -Tao) is the capital ; and the 
manufactures of iron, cotton, silk, and paper supply a considerable 
trade with China. The shore of the promontory of Korea is fringed 
with a number of islands, both large and small, Port Hamilton, of 
which we give a View, is one of the southernmost groups, and, lying 
in the track of ships proceeding to the Sea of Tartary, is occasionally 
visited by them.

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NATIVES OF KOREA, 
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THE LAST SURVIVING 
ABORIGINES OF TASMANIA, 


of Tasmania, or, as it used to be 
called, Van Diemen’s Land, an 
interesting communication, the 
subject of which is shown in our 
Bngreving, from a photograph by 
Mr. H. A. Frith, of that town. 
We refer to the portraits of four 
unhappy people, the last survivors 
of their race, who now alone re- 
present the aborigines of that large 
and fertile island (about equal to 
Ireland) which has been a British 
co!ony for the last sixty years. The 
following observations, quoted 
from the Hobart Town Mercury of 
the 22nd of October, will throw 
some light upon the subject :— 

“ At the last bali at Government 
House, Hobart Town, there ap- 

rea the last male aboriginal 

inhabitant of Tasmania. He was 
accompanied by three aboriginal 
women, the sole living representa- 
tives of the race beside himself, 
but not of such an age as to 
justify the expectation of any 
future addition to their number. 
We may, therefore, look upon this 
individual not only as the last inan 
of his race in esse, but also in posse. 
The number of the aborigines in the 
first decade of the present century 
has been variously estimated—by 
some at 7000, by others at 4000 to 
5000 only. At first the aboriginal 
inhabitants of Tasmania are said to 
have been harmless, but this did not 

rotect them from maltreatment 
y the whites. So early as 1810, 
Governor Collins had to complain of 
this, and issued an order to the 
effect that any person detected in 
firing wantonly on the natives, or 
murdering them ‘in cold blood,’ 
should suffer the extreme penalties 
of the law. And yet lesser offences 
against them were very leniently 
dealt with during Governor Collins's 
time. One man, for instance, was 
merely flogged for exposing the 
ears of a boy he had mutilated, and 
another for cutting off the little 
finger of a native and using it asa 
tobacco-stopper. Colonel Davey 
and Colonel Sorell, Governor Col- 
lin’s successors, after a brief in- 
terval—the former from 1813 to 
1817, and the latter from 1817 to 
1824—seem to have had the same 
ground of complaint against the 
whites for their maltreatment of 
the natives; and during their 
governorships we meet with many = 
a sad and mournful tale. In 
Governor Davey’s time the practice = 
of firing on the natives was FE 
common, and, in Governor Sorell's, = 
the children of the natives were _ 
stolen with impunity and their wo- 
men treated most shamefully. One 
ruffian boasted of having captured a 
native woman, whose husband he had killed ; of having strung the 
bleeding head to her neck, and driven her before him as his prize. 
On Colonel Arthur's assumption of the office of Governor, in 1824, 
things were not much better. He, therefore, conceived the design 
of making war upon the natives. All the settlers were required to 
turn out on Oct. 1, 1830, and every part of the island was invested.

dies. The natives were, if possible, to have been driven into Tasman’s |

KING GEORGE’S SOUND, 
WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 


Tue town and port of Albany, 
Princess Royal ur, in King 
George’s Sound, Western Australia, 
has me a place of some im- 
portance in the last few years, 
since the establishment of a line 
of mail steam-packets to the 
Australian colonies from Point de 
Galle, Ceylon, where the outward 
Australian mails, after traversin 

the Mediterranean, Red Sea, call 
Indian Ocean, are separated from 
those directed to Calcutta or to 
China. King George’s Sound, being 
situated near the south-western 
corner of the Australian Continent, 
is the first place in Australia 
visited by these steamers on their 
outward passage, and the last place 
they touch at after leaving Mel- 
bourne when they return to the 
Indian Ocean. t has therefore 
been chosen by the Peninsula and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Com- 
pany for their coaling station, and, 
as the store of coals is continuall 

replenished by coaling vesse’

At 
this work he continued for a number of years, and the last batch of 
natives were captured, after he had left the colony, at Circular Head, 
and were conveyed to Flinders’ Island, the place that had been 
determined upon in the interim for the reception of the rest, and 
where they were already provided for by the Government.

OUR MILITARY ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The changes in our military establishments that are likely to be mate 
with the view of effecting a redaction in the Army Estimates of next 
have been, to a great extent settled by the pear — Say Six dépdt battal pa, 
com ng the dép6ts of regiments serving in the United Kingdom, are to be 
abol while Portemouth is to be made a Lieutenant-General’s, and 
Manchester a Major-Gencral’s, command. 

The office of Inapector-General of Infantry will be done away with, and the 
T General (together with his aide-de-camp) and Assistant Adjutant- 
General will disapvear from the Estimates of 1865-6. This staff was not 

charged, as might be inferred from the title qf the office, with the duty of 
inspecting the infantry generally ; it was only intrusted with the supervision 
of the dépdt battalions, »nd one fourth of these are to be abolished. The 
remainder—the dépéts of regiments abroa4d — will now be under the charge of 
general officers in whoee districts they are stationed, and we cannot in fair- 
neas gay that any diminution of e‘fici« ie likely to take place in conae- 
quence. fix of these battalion he direct supervision of officers of 


rank—the three at Chatham are under a Major-General, and the three at 
Colchester under a Colonel on the Staff.

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MUSICAL WORKS. 


LAND is far from being as rich in musical literature as Germany 
rance ; but we are gradually obtaining additious to our hitherto 
ty stores ; and one of the most valuable among them is the his- 
work of M. Carl Engel, entitled “The Music of the Most 
\ncient Nations,” just published by Murray. M. Engel is a German, 
but his book is written for the British public, and there is nothing 
foreign about it but the author’s name. It is in pure and idiomatic 
English ; it is English in tone and manner as well as in style ; though 
we must own that there are few literary Englishmen so thoroughly 
conversant with the practice of music as he shows himaelf to be. The 
subject of the work is ground unoccupied by preceding writers. 
Besides our own Burney and Hawkins, other historians have treated 
of the music of the ancients ; but they possessed slender materials for 
a subject; and their treatment of it—save in relation to the 
music of the Greeks, a topic which Burney may be «aid to have ex- 
hausted—has been slight and unsatisfactory. On the music of the 
Egyptians, from which that of the Greeks was undoubtedly derived, 
they have been able to throw but little light; and on that which is 
now found to be the most important branch of the «nbject—the music 
of the Assyrians—they have thrown no light at all. M. Engel avoids 
going over the ground already explored by musical historians. He 
takes it for granted that his readers are acquainted with their labours, 
and enters upon the new field of interesting inquiry which has been 
opened by modern travellers in the East. He bas examined the anti- 
quities discovered by Layard, Rawlinson, and other Oriental explorers 
among the ruins of "Wineveh and elsewhere, and treasured up in the 
British Museum and other similar repositories, and has found that 
they furnish information as to the music of the Assyrians and other 

Eastern nations of remote antiquity, the importance and value of 
which had never before been dreamt of. The sculptures and paintings 
dug by Layard from the ruins of Nineveh alone are sufficient of them- 
selves to give a lively idea of the Assyrian music as it existed three 
thousand years ago—nay, as it existed at a period etill more distant,

confirmed by its success, which has been greater than that of any 
other new piece that they have yet brought forward; and its 
popularity will be extended LY its publication. The entire work forms 
an elegant volume, and the most favourite pieces are likewise issued 
separately, several of the airs being transposed from the original keys 
into others more convenient for the voices of amateurs.

Gounod’s new opera, “Le Médecin Malgré lui,” of which an 
English version under the title of «The Mock Doctor,” is about to be 
produced at Covent Garden, has just been published by the proprietor 
of the copyright, Messrs. Chappell and Co. This opera has not yet 
been performed even aria, and our knowledge of it is derived 
wholly from the perusal of this English edition, which has enabled 
us to form a very high opinion of the work. We can perceive from 
Mr. Kenny’s version that Moliére’s dialogue, so rich in wit and 
humour, is rendered with fidelity and spirit, and that the plot, 
though a little simplified, is closely adhered to. We have no doubt

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THE STATUE OF GOVERNOR SIR GEORGE GREY AT | 


CAPE TOWN, 

THE people of the Cape colony have erected a monument to their late 
Governor, Sir George Grey, now the Governor of New Zealand. A 
statue of him, by Mr. W. Calder Marshall, R.A., has been placed in 
the Botanic Gardens, on a granite pedestal 18 ft. high, in front of the 
building which holds the public library and museum at Cape Town. 
The situation is a fine one facing the Table Mountain. The uncover- 
ing Of this statue was performed, with some little ceremony, by Mr. 
Ebden, chairman of the “Grey Memorial Committee,” on the 10th of 
November. There was a large company of spectators, and the band 
of the 10th Regiment and that of the volunteer corps were in attend- 
ance. The statue was covered with a flag (the Royal ensign), and the 
flags of other nations were hung around. The members of the com- 
mittee stood on a platform, and Mr. Ebden, with a suitable speech, 
removed the veil from the statue, the band played the National 
Anthem, and the crowd gave three hearty cheers.

OPENING OF THE QUEEN’S BRIDGE, NATAL. 
A most useful public work has just been accomplished in the pros- 
perous colony of Natal, South.Africa. Of late years the coast lands 
of that dependency have been steadily opened up for the cultivation 
of sugar-cane, coffee, cotton, tobacco, and other tropical products. 
The county of Victoria is separated from the seaport of Durban by 
the river Umgeni, which, though shallow enough during the dry 
winter months, is in the summer so deep and dangerous that it has 
been a formidable obstacle to traffic. While production and traffic 
ulike small, the inconveniences entailed by such a troublesome 
m were not felt to any material extent. In ten years, however, 
a great change has come over the country. There are now thirty 
sugar-mills, driven by steam, at work in the county. This year about 
4000 tons of sugar have been produced. Coffee and other plantations are 
i in all directions, and the Cotton Plantation Company 
early a thousand acres under cultivation.

A mile dist 1ing Indian Ocean hems in the 
view, wh as it appeared on this occasion, was animated by the 
motley throng of Europea Africans, and Asiatics gathered round, 
and enlivened by the masses of colour that met the eye at every 
point about the bridge. 

The bridge was opened at noon, by his Excellency, the Lieutenant- 
Governor, who was accompanied by the Colonial Secretary, Major 
Erskine ; and the Secretary for Native Aff Mr. Shepstone. Mr. 
Scott was received by the Mayor of Durban (distant four miles); Mr. 
Gillespie, the Town Clerk ; Mr. Fisher, and the members of the Town 
Council. A procession was then formed, including the functionaries 
we have named, the representatives of the borough and county 
in the local Parliament—Mr. Millar, Mr. Robinson, and Mr. Crompton— 
together with the Consuls, heads of departments, and all the other 
official personages able to attend. An address was presented to his 
Excellency by the Durban Corporation ; and another address was pre- 
sented at the other end of the bridge, where Dr. Blaine, R.N., accom- 
panied by three representative men, received the party, and joined the 
procession. The Governor then returned to the centre of the bridge, 
and named it after the Sovereign of whom the colonists of Natal have 
ever been such true and loyal subjects. After these ceremonies were 
over, luncheon took place on both sides of the river, and the usual 
congratul speeches were delivered. 

Our View is taken from the north or Victoria side of the river, and 
represents the procession halting under the arch to receive the Durban 
address. Two hundred and fifty volunteers belonging to mounted 
and infantry corps were on the ground, and may be seen on guard at 
the approaches. The Royal salute was fired by a volunteer artillery 
corps from Armstrong guns recently imported. Overlooking the 
bridge was a bank of ladies and children, for whose convenience the 
hillside had been scarped out into terraces. Here, too, were stationed 
the Sunday schools of the town, who admirably sung the National 
Anthem. Near the river edge will be seen the tents and pavilions 
where the day’s festivities were held. In the foreground are sugar- 
plantations and banana-groves, suggestive of the natural wealth of 
the country. About 4000 people were present, and it is not often that 
such a mixture of white, black, and yellow faces—representatives of 
Europe, Asia, and Africa—can be met. There are about 4000 Indian 
Natal, and arrangements have been made for the intro- 
duction of two or three thousand yearly, if not more, so great are the 
demands of advancing enterprise. Eighty produce-laden waggons 
crossed the bridge immediately. 

Natal at this moment is in a very prosperous state. In 1864, the 
revenue lias been fully £150,000, and the exports have reached to about 
£225, Nearly 5000 tons of sugar, valued at £90,000, have been 
shipped. The other staple exports are wool, ivory, arrowroot, hides, 
and cott The local demand absorbs all the coffee produced. The 
shipping trade is rapidly growing, and for*many months past there 
has been from 15 ft. to 20 ft. of water in the channel, which admits 
vessels to the secure waters of the lovely and almost landlocked bay. 
ay add that the local Legislature has accepted, under certain 
conditions, the proposals made by the Central Railway Company and 
the Natal Coal Company. By this means it is expected that a line of 
railway, running 160 miles into the interior and connecting some inex- 
ible coal-fields with the seaport, will be completed in eight years.

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THE PRESENT EFFECT OF THE COTTON FAMINE. 


| (From our owa Correspondent.) 


The cotton famine may be considered at an end; not so the distress 
occasioned by it. Its dimensions from time to time are shown in the 
columns of our daily journals; and we are reminded that, although on 
the wane, it has not disappeared and become so entirely a matter of 
history as to be found only in Arnold’s “Memoir of the Cotton 
Famine.” In the unions of Glossop, Ashton-under-Lyne, Bury, 
Preston, Haslingden, Stockport, Todmorden, and Wigan—towns 
almost exclusively depending on the cotton manufacture, and to a 
| large extent engaged in the fabrication of American cotton— 
where an immense body of the operatives are yet unem- 
ployed, it is still to be seen and has still to be dealt with. Of the 
twenty-eight unions affected by the American struggle, Prestwich 
shows the lowest percentage of recipients of relief on population— 
lower, in fact, than it was in 1861—that is 1-9; but the unions I have 
just named show the proportions of pauperism to vary from 5°8 to 6°2 
| per cent on the population. Ashton last month showed an increase 

of 13°9 per cent over the year 1861, when milis were in full work;

Notwithstanding the retirement of the calamitous wave which 
swept athwart the cotton-manufacturing district, and extinguished 
suddenly and at once the fire on the hearths and hope in the hearts of 
half a million of working men, it can hardly be expected that the dire 
effects of such an unparalleled ruin can be as suddenly effaced, 
the damage as speedily repaired, and all the busy operations inter- 
rupted by it at once recommenced. The dislocating effects of the 
Calcutta cyclone will be felt for years, and so will the se of the Cotton 
Famine, the distress of the people being only one phase of them. 

In my last communication I had reason ‘to speak hopefully of the 
future. The cotton already received and “to arrive” was said to be 
sufficient to keep the mills of Lancashire running four days a week. 
The price, of course, remained an element of difficulty and distrust. 
Since that time the market has been affected by events in the States of 
America.

“ ARMADALE” continues to be worthy of the author's celebrity and 
the prominent position it occupies in the CormAill. It might not be 
difficult to demonstrate its inferiority in most of the qualities of art to 
Mrs. Gaskell’s elegant fiction, but it possesses a power of exciting 
interest and compelling attention to a degree to which the latter 
cannot pretend. Every reader will have turned to “ Armadale” with 
impatience and genuine anxiety about the progress of the story, while 
he will have contentedly reserved “ Wives and Daughters” for the 
amusement of a leisure hour. Incident certainly commands a more 
absorbing interest than character, though the faculty of con- 
triving it as certainly belongs to a lower order of talent than the 
discriminating subtlety required for Mrs. Gaskell’s dainty delineations. 
Comparatively speaking, the incidents of this instalment are sober and 
natural. We cannot, indeed, believe that young Armadale made himself 
anaccomplished scholar while sweeping a bookseller’s shop, which seems 
a somewhat clumsy invention to get rid of the incongruity between 
his situation and his antecedent’ ; but neither are we inclined to be 
critical upon an autobiographic passage ch rivals anything Mr. 
Collins has ever written for enthralling interest of incident and mas- 
culine vigour of style. The story breaks off at a very interesting 
point, bequeathing a rich legacy of expectation to the next number.
